A BARBEROUS LAW. 
The State Senate has passed a bill cre- 
ating a State Barbering Commission of three 
members (to be appointed by the Governor, 
and there you are again.) This commission 
will require all barbers in California to be 
examined, licensed and registered. Every 
barber will be compelled to pay one dollar 
into a fund to make up the salaries of the 
commissioners. Any permit may be revoked 
at the pleasure of the commissioners. No 
barber can obtain a permit without he has 
served a'three-years’ apprenticesiip, or has 
had three years’ study at a barbers’ school. 
The curriculum at the school will probably 
be formulated by the commissioners. There 
will. Ge a class in the art of elevated and 
instructive conversation, so that a customer 
can be entertained while the tonsorial artist 
scrapes his chin. There will be a class in 
the art of recommending hair cutting, ton- 
ics, neck shaving, face massage and removal 
of face excresecences. There Will be a class 
in the chemical composition of lather and 
@ class tn the proper degree of caloric to be 
imparted to towels. 

Exactly how and where barbers’ appren- 
tices and barber students are to obtain ma- 
terial for practice during their three years’ 
tion and tuition does not appear. The 


the professors; and the apprentices can 
shave the licensed barbers, but such oppor- 
tunities for practice would necessarily be 
limited. The law provides that there shal! 
be but one apprentice in each shop for two 
barbers. This would result in a gradual 
limitation of the number of barbers, and 
in the course of years in the extinction of 
the barberous tribe. In the meantime there 
might be placed in each shop a chair la- 
beled “apprentice chair, shaving 10 cents,” 
and another chair labeled “students’ chair, 
shaving 5 cents.” 

The rewards of the profession of barber- 
ing, it is to be feared, are not sufficiently 
lucrative to tempt the fathers of rising 
young men to support their sons for three 
years while they acquire the art of shaving 
their fellow citizens, and the proposed bar- 
pers’ college may lack students. The shops 
may, for similar reasons, lack apprentices, 
and as the present contingent of barbers 
ghall go, one by one, to the silent tomb, 
there may be none to take their places, and 
either law—if it passes the Assembly—will 
have to be repealed by the reférendum or 
otherwise, or men folks will be conipelied | 
to let their beards grow, or themselves divest 
themselves of hirsuteness by safe or other 
razore.

CAR BUMPS OVER TIES. 


Passengers on Garvanza Line 
Shaken Up and Panic-Stricken When 
Vehicle Leaves Rails. 


More than two score of Sunday out- 
ter’s, which included women and child- 
ren, were panic-stricken yesterday 
afternoon when north-bound Garvanza 
car No. 180 left the rails and was 
wrecked against a trolley pole. The 
accident occured about 3 o'clock on 
Marmion Way at Avenue 43. Aside 
from minor bruises and a severe shak- 
ing up, none sustained serious injur- 
ies. 

Spreading rails caused the wreck. 
The car was running about ten miles 
an hour when a piece ef “soft” road- 
bed was reached. The wheels left the 
steel, and the car pitched like a small 
craft in the waves, bounding over the 
ties for a distance of thirty-five feet, 
apparently uncontrolled by the motor- 
man. Impact with the pole brought it 
to an abrupt ston and the passengers 
hastily unloaded, many of them. weak 
from fright. 

Traffic on the Garvanza line was tied 
up for thirty minutes as a result of 
the wreck. A hurry call was sent for 
a wrecker. Delayed cars were forced 
to back up to a switch blocks away 
and transfer to the parallel track be- 
fore the congestion was relieved. 


No War Cloud.

MUSN’'T TAKE HOBSON SERI- 
OUSLY, DECLARES BISHOP. 


Many Intelligent Americans Seem 
Willing to Be Hobsonized, He De- 
clares, But There Is no Thought 
of War With Us—Relations Are 
Too Friendly. 


Capt. Richmond Pearson Hobson and 
Gen. Homer Lea got theirs at a Metho- 
dist church last night. A good, gray 
old bishop stood in his pulpit and read 
those gentlemen out of the peace con- 
ference. 

The pulpit was that of the University 
Methodist Church on West Jefferson 
street, and the bishop was the Rev. 
Merrian C.. Harris, head of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal missions in Korea and 
Japan. He dispensed with Gen. Lea in 
a sentence when he begged to change 
the name of “The Valor of Ignorance” 
to “The Cowardice of Knowledge.” 

As for Capt. Hobson, who sank a 
boat, was kissed and sent to Congress, 
Bishop Harris regretted to see so bright 
a young man doomed to disappoint- 
Hobson would need linger a g time 
for a military career if he waited for a 
war with Japan to give him his oppor- 
tunity. He also regretted that so many 
intelligent Americans seemed willing to 
be Hobsonized. 

The bishop was gure that an Ameri- 
can could not make a more deplorable 
mistake than by taking Hobson seri- 
ously. Japan, he said, had not raised 
a sword for 250 years prior to the war 
with China, and the Japanese were the 
happiest people on earth when the 
peace angel returfied after the war 
with Russia. 

The heart of Japan bleeds with grief 
at any suggestion of war with America, 
the bishop said, and the people of the 
United States ought to consult their 
missionaries and other American resi- 
dents in Japan before taking the word 
of alarmists like Capt. Hobson. When 
all of the Americans tn Japan took the 
trouble to hold a mass-meeting and to 
send the United States a signed state- 
ment to the effect tit there is not a 
thought of war with this country in all 
Japan, the people over here shou!d be- 
lieve their own fellow-countrymen, if 
believe the protestations of 
the Ja 

Bishop Harris with feeling 
touchite the enthusiasm of biooded 
Koreans for their religious faith. 

“More persons,” said he, “have gone 
bankrupt in Korea for the sake of the 
Kingdom of Heaven than has happened 
in any other country. The Japanese 
women will set aside a little of their 
daily portion of rice in order to give it 
to the minister of their church. Many 
have given their wedding rings to the 
cause of evangelization. The Korean 
Christian is alwalys glad. Before the 
coming of the Christians twenty-five 
years ago, the people of Korea had been 
robbed of their religion and they were 
lost in the night. A spirit of heaviness 
brooded over the land. Their women 
were prisoners in their own homes. 
Now, 390,000 Christians in Korea fill the 
land with song, and the women are 
wondrously free. 

“No more is the minor key heard in 
the music of Korea. In the old days, 
the note of victory and of Inspiration 
was absent from their somg, but no mu- 
sic I have ever heard is as sweet as 
that now heard in the Korean churches 
throughout the land. The natives love 
to sing, and their ministers dare not 
say, ‘omit the second and fifth stanzas.’ 

“A Christian in Korea can always 
identify himself by the fact that he 
carries a hymn book and a New Testa- 
ment in his inside coat pocket. They 
are greedy for an interpretation of the 
Scriptures, and they never question the 
authority of the doctrine of life found 
in the Bible. A Korean makes his re- 
ligion the chief end of his life. 

“Korea had learned by bitter experi- 
ence that when religion dies, art and 
literature and even morality also die. 

“One of the reasons for the broad 
welcome which the women of Korea ex- 
tended to Christianity is their great 
love of children. The mortality among 
the little people of the land had been 
heart-breaking, and the mothers were 
full of joy when they saw that the 
Christian missionaries brought trained 
nurses with them. We have a schoo! 
for trained nurses there now, and that 
school is the pride of the women of the 
land.”

Whatever the out- 
come of the present campaign may be, 
it will certainly prove educative, since 
never before have so many men and 
women been interested in the subject 
of equal suffrage as an imminent and 
personal issue. 


Woman and Law. 

The interest which women of today 
are taking in the study of the laws 
of the land and in constitutional and 
political history is shown by the fact 
that such classes as those conducted 
by Mrs. Foltz, in this city and by Mra. 
Charlotte C. Heineman, in Pasadena, 
are largely attended. Mrs. Foltz has 
now conducted a weekly class in the 
study of elementary law for nearly 
two years,, which is attended by a 
number of deeply interested students. 
completed a course of lectures, given 
at the home of Mrs. A. F. Gartz, Al- 
tadena, upon political institutions, and 
will soon begin a new series, taking 
up constitutional history and the his- 
tory of our own Constitution, an ex- 
haustive and scholarly study of Ang- 
lo-Saxon history in relation to Ameri- 
can life and the evolution of our Con- 
stitution.
